| "Ns Іт WAS IN THE BEGINNING." 


All things of human construction start from 
some defivite step. While the progress of such af- 
fairs may be slowly evolved, the origin is some 
sharply defined act. So the vocation of the Funk 
family had its origin in 1824 when the patriarch of 
this family, Isaac Funk, Sr, came to Illinois to 
bnild his estate. During the pioneer days he ac- 
quired 25,000 acres of land іп and surrounding the 
tract of timber now known as Forks Grove, in 
McLean Couuty. That this selection of a location 
was correct has long since been proven by decades 
of sucerssfnl agriculture on these acres, which for 
cora growing have no superior in America. Isaac 
Funk, Sr, became widely known as a successful 
cattle breeder and feeder, and at his death the 
eight sons continued this work; expanding and in- 
tensifying to suit the changes of time. The third 
generation of thirteen brothers and cousins are now the young men of the family. 
Their pursuits have been with live stock and grain. Тһе pure bred live glock 
on their farms was, and remains, of the best.

‘The grains, and especially corn, attracted thelr attention as needing development and improvement, 
Quite naturally Ше question of greater productiveness presented itself, when, year afler year, the сап for 
more grain was made, ‘The simplest investigation resulied In the conclusion that only three ways could 
be adopted for tnoreasing the yield of corn, which of course iz thelr principal grain:—they could simulate 
е fertility uf the sell; they could apply improved methods of eniturc to the growing crop; and they could 
use seed watch Loherontly was more ргойтегіуе, Much had beon accomplished along the lines of fertlliza. 
Hon and cultivation. Nothing comparatively had ever been accomplished towards Increased productive 
ness of seed, Consequently the achievement of this letter wes the proper goal. 

Plant breeding һай been followed fn ап experimental and scientific way at University points abroad 
and in this country. Tt was beginning to attract practical scientists and had been pursued with remarkable 
success by ut least three famous breeders in the United States. The Funi Brothers determined to apply 
breeding principles for the improvement of corn and oats, The opportunity wes most fortunate, With 
such s large acroago, facilities for isolating breeding plots und for growing pure ased in large quantilies 
were unequalled.

Each ear is planted 
in x ingle row, The rows are n1] numbered, us arc the sars, and the row number set dawn În the record of 
each гат, “Che male or pollen-producing portion of the corn plent 15 the tassel, the ear ретп sho female 
part, Pollen is carried by mers of tho ellis то the germ cells on the ear, where fertilization takes place. 
‘hie process must bc zone through for every kernel, otherwiso no grain will be forme 

Before the period of pollenation comes oz, all barran and inferior stalks in all oor “breeding blocks” 
аге detasseled, This elimination insures thas every kernel in the breeding blocks hes been pollenated by 
а fruitful and vigonms stock. Hach row is harvested by itself. The entire yield is talen in pounds. The 
ears аге then enunted, giving the average weight of ears. 

The exact n'imber of stalks aud hills in every sow is known, From this we compute the yield whieh 
each mother өт has mude per асте, Here is where the breeder is enabled to identify the character of 
large grain production in mother cars. The yield per acre that eaeh ear пая made, forms aur basla of ac- 
lection for the coming year. The ears used for breeding purposes Липа the news year are selected only from 
the fow rows showing the highes! yields. ‘These “Breeding Ears” are the best of the few Champion rows, 
If these cars, which now form a atrain, In their turn prove 
to be champion yielders, seed from this strain is then tested in 
the “Multiplyins Plots,” of five acres each in competition with
